WASHINGTON (AP)- Break- 


ing historic ground, the Nation- 
al Labor Relations Board found 
a union guilty of racial discrim- 
ination today and stripped it of 
its certification. 


In a broad opinion with pos- 


sible national impact the major- 
ity decision said whenever a 
union 
causes 
discrimination 


based on race it has committed 
an unfair labor practice. 


.The 
action—the first of its 


kind by the NLRB—was against 
the Independent Metal Workers 
Union, which maintained separ- 
ate locals for white and Negro 
members at Hughes Tool Co. in 
Houston, Tex. 


The case involved the com- 


plaint of a member of the Ne- 
gro local whose application for 
anapprenticeship available only 
to white members was rejected 
by the union. 


The five-member board's de- 


cision tb revoke certification on 
grounds of" illegal coercion was 
unahimouc; although twoTmem-' 
bers gave more limited reasons 
for their finding. 


The minority said Congress 


never intended the National La- 
bor Relations Act to deal with 
racial 
discrimination 
except 


when based on union member- 
ship, as in this case. 


The majority opinion was by 


members Boyd Leedom, Gerald 
A .Brown and Howard Jenkins 
Jr. Chairman Frank W. McCul- 
loch and member John H. Fan- 
ning wrote the minority view.

refusal to process the grievance 
of 
the Negro member, Ivory 


Davis, because of his race 
amounted to refusal to bargain 
collectively with the employer. 


The revocation of the union's 


official certification means that 
another union may petition for 
certification at the plant.

"I've never had a chance," 


explained the cherry little Irish 
skipper.

Cities Asking 
Money From 
Legislature

"Hell, we'd have to bo crazy 
• grab the bit and charge," 


says Rep. Paul Van Dalsem of 
Perry County. "We can't go 
against the will of the people." 


It is to the people that most 


legislators appeal when ques- 
tioned about municipal money 
problems. 


Mayors and city managers 


contacted in a survey by The 
Associated Press said that un- 
less the state provides them 
with more money, already lim- 
ited services will be further cur- 
tailed. 


Some indicated that they be- 


lieved the Arkansas General As- 
sembly had been slow to re- 
spond to municipal problems. 


It is true that the legislature 


has broken no records in pass-; 
ing laws to increase the taxing 
power of cities or to provide 
more state revenues for cities! 


But the legislature has often 


referred to voters proposed con- 
stitutional amendments t h a t 
would help cities. 


The voters have repeatedly re- 


jected them. 


Next November, voters will 


decide the fate of another pro- 
posed amendment to increase 
the municipal taxing power. It 
was referred to the ballot by the 
legislature. If the past foretells 
the future, the amendment will 
fail. 


Glenn G. Zimmerman, execu- 


tive director of the Arkansas 
Municipal League, was asked 
recently if the U.S. Supreme 
Court's 
legislative apportion- 


ment decision might help solve 
city problems. 


He replied that he didn't think 
so. 


'We need more statesmen," 


Zimmerman said. "I mean a 
;uy who will stand up for what 
ie knows to be right even if he 
has to take some knocks and 
lumps." 


The Legislative Council ap- 


parently is laying ground for a 
push in that direction. 


The council's Revenue and 


Taxation Committee, headed by 
Sen. Knox Nelson of Pine Bluff, 
has begun a study of Arkansas 
cities, their budgets, sources of 
r e v e n u e , expenditures and 
needs. 


It will be several months be- 


fore the study is completed. The 
study will include case studies of 
14 Arkansas cities, two from 
each of. seven population cate- 
gories. Nelson said the commit- 
tee did not yet want to release 
the names of the cities to be 
studied. 


Rep, Marion H. Crank of Lit- 


tle River County, speaker of the 
House, said attempts by the leg- 
islature to help cities have in- 
volved 
"general 
legislation." 


This was attempted through 
amendments. 


"I happen to think that home 


rule for the cities is a good 
thing," Crank said. "But the 
people didn't want cities to set 
their own taxes. City people 
didn't want it, either," 


Van Dalsem, one of the most 


powerful legislators (who repre- 
sents the least populous coun- 
ty), said he also favored home 
ru)e for cities. 


The Legislative Council study, 


Crank said, may lead to special 
legislation for cities—the kind 
that the legislature has been 
hesitant to approve in the past. 


Van Dalsem said the study 


also will determine whether cit- 
ies are using their present 
sources of revenue to the fullest 
extent, 


It also will seek an explana- 


tion of why some cities have 
privilege and occupational tax- 
es, while other cities do not. 


"It is a comprehensive study 


to get the municipal situation 
in focus," Crank said. 


The problems nqw critically- 


confronting cities have existed 
in lesser stages for almost 20 
years. Why is the legislature 
only now taking up a complete 
study of the situation? 


"Something has to be done," 


Crank said. "We know 
cities 


have problems. We want to^ind 
out why they have problems 
and what can be done about it. 
The general, statewide propos- 
als to help cities haven't gotten
